One of the comparatively few things 
that the hand of improvement has not 
touched is the cow bell, which is made 
now just as it was 50, IOO and more 
years ago and has now just the same 
peculiar, clanking sound as ever. 
Cow 
bells are made some of copper and some 
of a composition metal, but most of 
them are made of iron and finished 
with a coating of bronze. 
The cowbell j 
is not cast. 
It is cut from a rhoet of j 
metal which is folded into shape aud 
riveted. 
The metal loop at tho top, 
through which the strap is passed, is 
riveted into the bell. 
Cow bells are 
made of ten sizes, whose sounds range 
through an octava 
Sometimes musical 
entertainers who play npon bells of one 
sort and another come to the manufac­ 
turer and by selection among bells of 
the various sizes find eight bells that 
are accurate in scale. 
There are only four factories in the 
United States in which cow bells are 
made, and in each case the cow bell is 
only an item of production among many 
other things. Cow bells are sold all over 
the country, just the same as ever, but 
much the greater number are sold in 
the south, the southwest and the west, 
where farms are larger, less likely to be 
under fence, and cattle are more likely 
to stray. 
There are sold in those parts 
of the country a hundred dozen cow 
bells to every ten dozen sold in the east. 
American cow bells are exported to the 
various countries of South America and 
to Australia.— New York Sun.

fhriptmas pardon, an institution almost 
sold as the prison itself. 
Winterkill’* "tory is well known. 
girly in the seventies his first wife died, 
^ in g him with several children, some 
rf whom were grown up. but several 
were so young as to be dependent upon 
Us carf*. 
Later he married Mrs. Hailes, 
»linter of his first wife and a widow 
with several children. 
She was the 
.truer of a little home, near where the 
Harford pottery now stands, aud at her 
•splention 
Winterkill 
and his 
two 
•kildren went there to reside. 
Trouble soon began. Tho wife claimed 
frat he did not do his part toward mak­ 
ing the living for them all, and he did 
not approve of her methods of handling 
fee household affairs. 
The trouble 


in a lly resulted in separation, but the 
differences were in some way adjusted, 
Mid again they went to live together. 
Then came the real outbreak. 
Win- 
nrgill was suspicions of his wife, and 
brbid her having any communication 
with two men toward whom this snspi- 
jion seems to have been chiefly directed. 
Me paid no attention to the command. 
The day on which the crime was com­ 
mitted Winterkill aud his wife were in 
• r o o m together, and after being there 
• short time she ran shrieking from the 
loose, her husband 
following close 
»fter. 
He canght her before she had 
l«ne far, and forcing back her head cut 
ker throat in such a manner that she 
Hied in a few minutes. 
He then turned 
Cis weapon upon himself, and cut his 
wwn throat so that for •everal weeks his 
fife was despaired of. 
Every effort was made to save his life, 
■ad when the May term of court came he 
lad recovered. The trial which followed 
waited intense interest in this city, and 
when it resulted in a verdict of murder 
ta the first degree little surprise was ex­ 
pressed. The defense was the mental 
Rendition of the accused, aud in view of 
#me important facts put in his posses­ 
sion Governor Bishop commuted the 
sentence to imprisonment for life. 
Winterkill was received at the peni­ 
tentiary Oct. 3, 1878, and has always 
leon a model prisoner. 
Through the 
anre than 19 years he spent in that in­ 
stitution little was heard of him except 
when efforts were made looking to his 
pardon. Of these there were several, 
some persons in the city doing all in 
their power to obtain the 
coveted 
•leniency from the governor. 
In 1892 
the state board of pardons recommended 
that the sentence be commuted, but no 
further action was taken. 
A year ago 
the question came up again, bat noth- 
kig was done. For IO years he has been 
employed in the state shop, where be 
held a respons hie position. 
Robert Hailes, a son of the murdered 
woman by her first husband, fought 
•very attempt of Winterkill’* friends 
with a persistency that has nntil this 
fitne proved successful. 
He employed 
an attorney in Columbus who watched 
tte matter carefully, and was ever 
wady with protests when mention of 
pardon for Winterkill was made. 
The old man will not return to Liver­ 
pool. Broken down by his long con­ 
finement he will be taken to New Brigh­ 
ten, where he will spend what are left of 
his days with his son, Henry Winterkill.

COW DO 11*. 
One of the comparatively few things 
that the hand of improvement has not 
touched is the cow bell, which is made 
now just as it was AO, IOO and more 
years ago and bas now just the same 
peculiar, clanking sound as ever. Cow 
bells are made some of copper and some 
of a composition metal, but most of 
them are made of iron aud finished 
with a coating of bronze. The cowbell 
is not cast. It is cut from a cheet of 
metal which is folded into shape and 
riveted. The metal loop at the top, 
through which the strap is passed, is 
riveted into the bell. 
Cow bells are 
made of ten sizes, whose sounds range 
through an octave. Sometimes musical 
entertainers who play upon bells of one 
•ort and another come to the manufac­ 
turer and by selection among bells af 
the various sixes find eight bells that 
are accurate in acale 
There are only fonr factories in the 
United States in which cow bells are 
made, and in each case the cow bell is 
only an item of prod notion among many 
other things. Cow bells are sold all over 
the country, just the same as ever, but 
much the greater number are sold in 
the south, the southwest and the west, 
where farms are larger, less likely to be 
under fence, and cattle are more likely 
to stray. There are sold in those parts 
of the country a hundred dozen cow 
bells to every ten dozen sold in the east. 
A merit mn cow bells are exported to the 
various countries of South America and 
to Australia.—New York Sun.

•soteuce to imprisonment for life. 
Wiutergill was received at the peni­ 
tentiary Oct. 8, 1878. and has always 
been a model prisoner. Through the 
•ore than 19 years he spent in that in- 
mtntiou little was heard of him except 
when efforts were made looking to his 
pardon. Of these there were several, 
■one persons in the city doing all in 
their power to obtain the coveted 
•leniency from the governor. In 1892 
the state board of pardons recommended 
that the sentence be commuted, but uo 
farther action was taken. A year ago 
tee question came ap again, but noth­ 
ing was doue. For IO years he has been 
•mployed in the state shop, where he 
held a re*pons hie position. 
Robert Hailes, a son of the murdered 
woman by her first husband, fought 
•*ery attempt of Wintergill'* friends 
with a persistency that has until this 
•me proved sncceasfnl. He employed 
an attorney in Columbus who watched 
•he matter carefully, and wa* ever 
■tedy with protests when mention of 
Pirdon for Wintergill waa made. 
The old man will not return to Liver- 
Peel. Broken down by his long con- 
kuement he will ba taken to New Brigh­ 
ten, where he will spend what ara left of 
todays with his son, Henry Wintergill
